seditious book spread 


quickly and word was sent to the 
federal authorities, resulting In the 
Presidential warrant being issued and 
the despatch of Deputy United States 
Marshal Conlon to Modesto.

meanwhile feeling was running hig-h 
and a crowd gathered in the busi- 
ness district.

Cries of "Lynch him.'" "Lynch the 
sky pilot!" were heard, and the mob 
moved in the direction of Hardin's 
home. He -was ordered to come out, 
and when he appeared the crowd 'set 
upon him and beat him. The leaders 
finally got control, explaining that he 
should be tried by "lynch law," and 
that if he was found guilty, quick 
justice would be meted out 


They were on their way to hold the 
"lynch court" when Conlon arrived 
and with jrroat difficulty rescued the 
minister and took him in cnarge 10 
Stockton. 
- Prince Hopkins, the author of the 
book objected to, according .to press 
despat'ij*.-, from Los Angeles,- was ar- 
rested mere today by the federal au- 
thorities on a Presidential warrant 
charging violations of the espionage 
act.

"It is impossible longer lu justify llie exclusion -of Ireland from con- 


scription," said the premier. 


"You'll not get a single Irishman by compulsion!" shouted John 


Dillon, Irish leader. 


The premier said that a home rule bill, based on the report of the 


Irish convention, would'be introduced as soon as possible. It would 
be some weeks before enrollment in Ireland began. One Nationalist 
cried out: 


"It will never begin." 
Michael Flavin, Nationalist member from Kerry, said: "You come 


across and try to take us.'1 


Another Nationalist exclaimed: "It is a declaration bf war against 


Ireland." 


"The 
enemy is seeking a decision this year, regardless of conse- 


quences," declared the premier, in urging immediate action on the 
manpower bill. 


He announced that two Turkish armies .have been destroyed in Pal- 


estine and Mesopotamia, together with a German battalion sent to 
their aid from the west front. 


Lloyd George told the House of Commons today that when the bat- 


tle on the Somme front commenced the total combatant strength of the 
German army on the west front was approximately equal to the total 
of the entente allies.

000,000,000 by, June 30th, the end of the fiscal year. 
After that, of course, the appropriations of the 
present session of Congress for the fiscal year of 
1918-19 will be' authority for additional payments, 
but the task of raising of the actual revenue will 
neither be lightened or increased by the passing of 
fiscal dates.

*about §4,750,000,000. The outlay for March was 
nearly SSOO,000,000.

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In Oakland, some months ago, 
a couple of friends of mine as- 
pressed grave anxiety concerning 
the food situation in England and 
Z""a.*""0, ?.'." t>>0 «=nirit of their 
peoples. 
They feared that the 


censor was sitting on the safety 
valve 
suppressing 
truth 
that 


would presently generate a head 
of steam "and blow our sanguine 
hopes to atoms. They had heard 
that England was starving, France 
"bled white," 
their peoples so 


"fed up" with the war that they 
were rea"tiy for peace at any old 
price. 
"Let us know the truth when 


you get over there, old man," 
one of them pleaded. "Send me 
only a line. Make it crjptic as 
3'ou please. I'll understand." 
I promised and here goes— 


omitting the "cryptic," which my 
own dealings with the censor have 
proved unnecessary. 
The food situation, taking it 


first, is just about what one reads 
in the papers. Tue picture drawn 
by my friends of England, btarv- 
ing and about to bend the knee 
to the coECiueri::- Kur. >?«•*'"/i *v,° 
censor's veil of silence, I found 
very far indeed from the reality 
when I landed there last October. 
Though prices were high, food 
was plentiful; people appeared to 
be observing their usual standard 
of living. Food regulation >bad, as 
yet, hardly begun. Even sugar 
was still to be bought in quanti- 
ties. In fact, I had left a stricter 
economy in practice in Oakland 
at the oegmning of September 
than I found in London six weeks 
later. Not until after Christmas 
was a pinch.really felt, and it was 
popularly attributed then to the 
withdrawal of supplies by the 
food 
controller preparatory to 


placing the nation 
on rations. 


This, no doubt, was partially true, 
for it is self-evident that there 
could be no rations without ra- 
tions to ration. 
PINCH BECOMES 
MORE SEVERE 
During January the pinch be- 
came more severe. Queues formed 
in front of butchers' and pro- 
vision shops. 
Meat was hard to 


get. 
In our household we had 
none for three weeks, but this was 
principally due to our housekeep- 
er's pride, which would not brook 
her standing in queues. For it was 
to be had at the restaurants, 
hotels, clubs, and was served to 
me In, several private families. 
Yet we did not suffer without it. 
Finnan haddock for breakfast, a 
onio tor lunch, a rabbit, hare or 
chicken for dinner, wiui un-^u, 
vegetables and a 
dessert, can 
h'ardly be termed starvation as it 
existed in the imagination of my 
Oakland 
fnenus. 
Pi Ices were 
high, of course, 
as beforesaid. 


But so were wages. As a matter 
of fact, the 
British workman's 


family receives more money than 
ever before; is better able to buy 
food than the middle classes. 
This was the situation, then, 


when I left England at the end of 
January. My observation, more- 
over had not been restricted to 
the upper classes. Frequent visits 
to Whitechapel, Cheapside, Petti- 
coat Lane, as well as good-arti- 
san neighborhoods like Pimlico, 
proved that London as a whole 
was getting enough to eat. Since 
then, the nation has been put on 
rations—with what results it is 
still too early to say. But taking 
into consideration the advantages 
gained in economy, equitable dis- 
tribution and better price control, 
they ought to be satisfactory. As 
the shortage of shipping is being 
remedied by the immense English 
and American mercantile pro- 
grams, it is natural to suppose 
that the worst is past. 


Now for France: 
Paris, its heart, exactly dupli- 
cated In the first week of Febru- 
ary the London situation -during 
the' last -weeks of October. Food- 
stuffs were plentiful, 
but dear. 
Everybody seemed, however, to be 
living as usual. 
First warnings 


of restriction had just been is- 
sued to be put in force at the end 
of the month. Yesterday they 
•went into effect. 
Milk can be 


served in the cafes only with the 
breakfast coffee 
Cream cheeses 
and cream, pastry and a few 
trifles of that order are prohibit- 
ed, --either buUor iior s^sar err. 
be served at restaurants. They 
must be bought by card and taken 
with you. 
' 
Yet, even with these restrictions

in force, a good square meal can 
still be obtained with a half bot- 
tle of wine at almost any middle- 
class restaurant for 90 cents. One 
I know of serves soup, salad, flsh; 
an entree, a. vegetable. t!eiie/£ u;xi 
a half bottle' of wine, all good, 
well-cooked food, for 45 cents. 
By eating like the French, coffee 
and buttered bread for breakfast, 
a light lunch and a square meal 
at night, it is still possible to eat 
in Paris for a dollar a day. Peo- 
ple who do their own cooking 
can, of course, live much cheaper. 


FOOD IS STUJD 
VERY CHEAP 
In the small country town*, 


food is far more 'plentiful and 
still almost ridiculously cheap. A 
hotel in Brittany served a lull 
quarter pound of fresh butter 
with my breakfast roUs. A dinner 
of seven courses with a bottle of 
wine cost only GO cents, and I have 
never tasted better food. So here, 
in France, the bogey of starvation 
again proves a chimera. France 
'is eating well—and will till the 
end of tho war. 
She has Spain, 


Ttiiv, Switzerland to draw from 
bv rail, and the remainder of the 
world by shipping 
Over twelve 


hundred ships a week> enter her 
ports. 
Two thousand, five hun- 
dred go into British harbors Con- 
trast their condition with that of 
Germany, debarred for three years 
and a half from the eighteen 
hundred ships that used to enter 
her ports every week, and it is 
easy to form a conclusion as to 


which nation will be starved out 


first. 
If England and France are not 
to be starved out, then what of 
their spirit? Are they really so 
war w£ary, so "fed up," as my 
friends hinted, that they are ready 
to take peace at any price? 
It would be foolish to propound 


such a question—say in the Brit- 
ish Commons, to the French dep- 
uties, the newspapers of either 
country, 'to 
their 
leaders of 


thought or men of large affairs. 
They have already accepted Presi- • 
dent Wilson's statement of war 
aims—no peace till demorcarcy is 
made safe in the world. But what 
of 
the common 
people? 
The 


dumb millions that, in Russia, re- 
cently broug-ht the plans, first of 
an autocracy, then of a demo- 
cratic administration to. naught? 
"What have the dumb millions to 
say? 


Let the little "slave}," who lit 
my first f:re in London, give an- 
swer. 
She w?as small, insignifi- 


cant, 
almost 
dwarfish 
She 


one contracts in these isles. Her 
snub nose and weak watery eyes 
weie not mipio\ed b\ a periphery 
o£ coa! du^t N"t by any strptch 
of imagination could she be con- 
sidered a heroic figure, yet Lloyd

Poincare could have answered 
more to the point. 


"Yes, sir, we are tired of the 


war. «8ut we can't stop now. It's 
too terrible a thing to ever 'ave 
'appen again. We 'ave got to fight 
it out to a proper finish. That's 
how we working folks feel " 


All over England—to cabmen, 
bus drners, shopkeepers, porters, 
to tinkers, tailors, soldiers, sail- 
ors—I put the same question, al- 
ways with the 
same 
answer. 


They stood in a solid phalanx be- 
hind Nellie, the little "slavey." 


But it took an air raid to show 
the spirit that dictated it at its 
best. Tour Englishman is rather 
slow to "catch on." 
When the 


Germans invaded Belgium he 
viewed the situation through his 
monocle and remarked, "Seems 
to be trouble over there. Send a. 
few men over." But he soon woke 
up, and when he did begin to 
think—it was in millions of men 
and munitions. 


XTNABIjE TO IMAGINE 
LO'DOJY BOMBED 


In th'e same way he was quite 


unable to imagine the Germans 
bombing London. 
Hisr London? 
It was quite impracticable, you 
know 
Or, if they tried it, the 
Royal Flying- Corps would soon 
make1 hash of them. So it'went on 
until, ore very fine day when the 
birds were chirping in the glad- 
ness of their hearts in the London 
parks, a fleet of thirty Gothas 
sailed at midday right over "West- 


off several cherished institutions. 
Then the Englishman woke again 
and established the barrage fire 
vf a thousand guns that roused 
me my third night in London. 


The week before, a bomb had 
fallen within 'a half block of our 
house, killing eleven people and 
maiming many ^norc. It had lit 
up every room in the house with 
its flash. 
The concussion had 


shaken things off the mantel. Tet 
there was no sign of trepidation 
in my hostess' gentle knock, or 
her quiet invitation to come down 
to the flat on the ground floor. 
Pajamas and blankets were 
quite au fait in tne mixed com- 
pany there assembled. 
Officers 


from the front, a few business- 
men with* their wives, mingled 
with the servants on equal terms, 
for air-raids are great le\ellers. 
Quite indifferently, thev singled the 
crashing, rending roar of the Hun 
bombs from the thunder of the 
barrage; and their count of seven 
was confirmed by the official re- 
port next day. 
After each thev 


would pick up the conversation 
where they had left it—probably 
concerning- the shortcomings of 
"the little Welsh lawjer," Lloyd 
George, ij. the case cf the men; 
the fashions, among the women. 
Wine was served with cake. In- 
deed, but for the ghastly toll of 
maimed and killed men, wcmen 
and children we knew would be 
reported next day, it would have 
u6i,a tjuiia an enjoyable occasion. 
Their spirit, indeed, reminded me 
of the cheerful courage of Oak- 
land anJ San I-Yancisco during- 
the trying days after the earth- 
quake and fire. 
/' 


This fortitude was by no means 


confined to the upper elapses. 
Next day, I went to see- a house 
that had been "bombed" in one of 
the 
poorer 
districts — though 
"bombed" is too weak a word to 
describe thp effects. Of the cen- 
ter building in a solid brick street, 
nothing was left but the cellar. 


It had been blown clean away, 
carrying with it the sidewalls of 
.the adjoining houses. From gar- 
ret to cellar, their rooms were ex- 
posed to view like the "elevation" 


tire neighboihood, too, had suf- 
fered heavily from the barrage 
fire — windows, broken, brick 
fronts chipped, corners knocked 
off, by the rain of shrapnel. Yet 
in place of the fear one might 
have reasonably expected, its in- 
habitants displayed seething: rage. 
"Afraid?" a middle-aged woman 


whose roof had been smashed in 
by one of our own "duds," scorn- 
fully repeated my question. "No, 
I wasn't; only ciewel mad. All I 
arsk, ilister, is to get mfe 'ands 
on one of them bloody de\ils. It 
'ud be the last bom* 'e'<2 drop." 


WOMEN' AVOTILD HAVE 
TOR-Y HIM TO BITS 
A policeman, who stood near, 


gave me a wink. "An' that's no 
lie," he said, after she had gone 
back in to her house. 
"The 


women round 'ere was that mad 
they'd 'ave tore 'im to bits if 
they could 'ave collared 'im. I 
ne\er see nouimk uku «t. Tl T.'as 
flying low along 'ere. Seemed to 
drop out of the sky and come 
booming over the 'ouse tops. Tho 
three that was killed was stand- 
ing 
utside watching 'im, and 


after 'ed dropped the bomb, one 
woman chased 
him. along the 


street 'owhng- for him, to come 
back and fight It out like a. man." 
He concluded with scorn that 
equaled the woman's, "But not 
'im, the baby killer. 'B likes 'is 


easy." 
He himself had been knocked • 


down by the concussion. But his 
eye was clear, nerve unshaken. 
Nevertheless,* for sheer coolness 
the palm, goes to another police- 
man whom I met at the close of 
another raid. 
The Boches had caught me, 


this time, out in the street, and 
1 staved there watching: the flash 
of 
the guns, the 
searchlights 


-veavlng- and interweaving long 
white fingers up in the sky, the 
brilliant star shells bursting on 
high while the guns roared, the 
shells shrieked, and one caught 
above all the rending crash of a 
bomb. By hug-gmg- the wall, I 
could avoid the spent shrapnel 
that dropped now and then with 
a heavy, leaden patter. 


Presently the thunder of the 
barrage died in 
one of those 


deadly silences which-tell that 
the guns and searchlights have 
lost the Gothas. It was quickly

tinguishable from the British by

With diabolical inge- 


nuity, this individual Boche had 
dived below the shell explosion 
area, and was roaring along over 
the roof tops, certainly no higher 
than 500 feet. I saw him pass, 
dimly as a flitting bat in the 
night 
About quarter of a mile 


further 
on 
he 
dropped four 


bombs; one of which pierced- the 
boiler of a public bath. Three 
others fell within a few hundred 
yards of London's largest railway 
station, no doubt his objective. 
But—it speaks badly for German 
munitions—not one of them ex- 
ploded 
Following along, I came 


in a few minutes to a policeman 
who was standing astraddle of a 
hole in the road 


"No, this isn't no dud,"tfie re- 


plied to my question. "It's a 
bomb. 
Clean buried itself, too, 
it 'as, in the paving" 


I took one look at him, strad- 


dling that live bomb, then said

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But the picture of him, quiet and 
serene, remains with nie to typify 
the spirit of London.

So there you ha-, e the spirit of 
Tngland expressed alike, by poor 
and

proper end," And she will do it. 
Already she has achieved won- 
derfully. With the strong bosom 
of her fleets, she swept the Ger- 
man off the seas and penned him 
within his own borders. She has 
raised armies of a size the world 
had never seen before. She has 
financed and maintained her al- 
lies; mads war in a dozen "coun- 
tries at once. She has succeeded 
colossally, 
blundered 
tremen- 


dously, but she has never fal- 
tered and never will. 


Now 
for France—the 
"bled 
white." 
Let us consider, for a moment, 


this term of which ycnir pessi- 
mist is so very fond. He means, 
of course, that France has lost so 
much in treasure and men that 
she is exhausted, needs only a 
last vigorous push to send her 
tottering to her fall.

300,000 Germans to their indivi- 
dual bag. At Verdun alone the 
Hun lost half a million. 
From 


the firing of the first gun, the 
Belgians were killing Germans, 
the Russians were killing Ges- 
mans, the Serbians, Australians, 
Canadians, 
Africans, 
Afghano, 
^Hindus, were all killing Germans. 
' A year later Italy and Rumania 


began to kill Germans and have 
been killing tlier.i ever since. 


FRAXCE HOLDS

France never held more than 400 
miles of battle line, and as the 
allied armies grew and took over 
additional 
sectors, the French 


line shrank to half its original 
length. 
But Germany?

ZpOO-mile line that begins at ,the 
Baltic, runs down 900 miles of 
Russian front, along- the Ruma- 
nian, Serbian, Italian lines to the 
French, English, American and 
Colonial

There was a 
time when this democratic privilege 
was in jeopardy and came before the 
executive board of the state body of 
clubwomen for discussion anil final 
decision. 
It was proposed that the 


referendum vote, which is asked by 
the Legislative Council on all meas- 
ures which have been submitted to it. 
following the April meeting of of- 
ficers and delegates be cast by the 
executive board of the California Fed- 
eration as a time-saving and labor- 
saving device. 
But some of 
the 


members 
of 
the 
executive 
body 


frowned upon assuming so huga and 
tremendously important a responsibil- 
ity and would have none of it When 
the vote was taken the motion to keep 
within the board the final decision, 
binding upon more than 40,000 fed- 
erated women to the legislative policy 
of the year, was hopelessly lost. As 
in the past, the California Federation 
of Women's Clubs will send to each 
of the 500 clubs included in its mem- 
bership all the bills which are sub- 
mitted to the Legislative Council and 
by it returned in bulk to the state- 
wide organizations which make up Its 
personnel. Throe measures will be 
chosen from among the great mass of 
legislation which is proposed by the 
women of California.
